MRS. WILLIS’ SAD DEATH. 


SICK AND DESPONDENT OVER MENTAL DE- 
FICIENCIES SHE KILLS HERSELF. 


An Incoherent Note Left by Her Reveals 
the State of Her Mind—Miss Alleen M. 
Fitzgerald, Who Was With Her, Tells the 
Story of the Suicide—A Very Peculiay 


ACHEL WILLIS, fall of de- 
spair over her own ignor- 
rance, her biighted ambi- 
tion, shot herself and ended 
all the worry of trying to be 
whatshe was not.

New Tonk, February 12.—Thé Board of 
Directors of the Pullman Palace Car Co. voted 
yesterday to issue $5,000,000 of new stock to 
de sold to present stockholders at par. The 
market price of the stock is more than 200. 
Wall Street fora long time bas been full of 
rumors predicting the coming of handsome 
dividends of this sort, but there have attended 
all the rumors contradictions just as positive 
and the average operator in the stock market 
has been deep in doubt as to what, 
if anything of an unususl character, was in 
store. The phenomenal rise in stock within 
the last few weeks—an advance ranging from 
below 150 up close to 210—has been popularly 
attributed to the progréssive work of Presi- 
dent Pullman in carrying out long cherished 
plans of extinguishing competition. New 
York as well as Chicago investors have made 
large sums of money through the mounting 
values. All of Mr. Pullman’s New York 
friends, and they are a host, for he spends 
much of his time at business here, had 


early advices of the profits that 
were ahead, and Wall street is supplied with 
abundant reports of how well opportunities 
have been grasped. There was some surprise 
a fortnight or so ago, when at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Board of Direotors 
nothing was done for the stockholders be- 

ond the declaration of the usual dividend. 
People who did not happen to owa any Pull- 
man stock were naturally the most disap- 

ointed and their wailings filled the street. 
They saw clearly and proclaimed loudly that 
the whole deal“ in Pullman was a sham and 
fraud. 

The books of the company, now closed for a 
regular dividend, open again on the 16th inst. 
They will be open until the Ast, when they will 
close again, it being so officially voted yester- 
day, for the purpose of showing who are en- 
titled to the handsome phe accruing from 
this $5,000,000 increase of capital.

St. Louis Councilmen Well Pleased With the 
Cleveland Elecric Road. 


The members of the City Council who went 
to Cleveland to look into the merits of the 
overhead electric street railroad on Euclid 
avenue in that city returned this morning. 
The delegation which left this city Saturday 
night for Cleveland consisted of Coun- 
cilmen Cole, Metcalfe, Rohan, Bell, 
O’ Malley, Blakely, Comfort and 


V I, and Mr. W. L. Johnson of the Sonth 
St. Louis and Mr. G. W. Baumnoff the Lin- 
dell street railroads. 

The delegation arrived in Cleveland at noon 
on Sunday, and in company with an officer of 
the Cleveland road took a special car and 
traveled over the entire extent of the road, 
from the down town terminus to the cemetery 
at the end of the line. The car went along at a 
rapid clip, about fifteen miles an hour. At 
the end of the line they were shown the ma- 
chinery and the system by which the electricity 
which ran the cars was applied by means of 
the overhead wires. A member ofthe dele- 
gation, speaking about the matter to-day toa 
reporter for the Post-DISPATCH said: The 
Euclid avenue line is a big success. Aa you 
know, Euclid avenue in Cleveland has the 
reputation of being the most beautiful resi- 
dence street in the country and, as a matter 
of fact, it is. ‘‘Weilll, you may not be 
believe it, but if it was proposed to take that 
electric road off the residents of Euclid avenue 
would get up and howl. The posts in Cleve- 
land are not the unsightly things they have 
here down in South St. Louis. Indeed, they 
are more an ornament tothe street than other- 
wise. They consist simply of a straight 
naked pasttand unless one’s attention was 
specialiy called to them one would not notice 
them. he operation of the road there is as 
perfect a success as any one could desire 
and the people of Cleveland are very anxious 
to have it extended ali the way down town. 
Now as to the danger from the wires. There 
is absolutly none. The gentieman who was 
showing us around took hoid of one of the 
wires with both of his hands, pulled it down 
and caught it in his mouth, It did not hurt 
him a bit. That road can go at the rate 
of thirty miles an hour if enough 
electricity is put on, but of course 
they do not push it to that extent, 
for that would be more or less dangerous. As 
a regular thing the road runs at the rate of 
about ten to twelve miles an bour, and com- 
pared to that the speed of our cables here is 
disgustingly slow. The members of the Coun- 
cll on the trip were all well pleased with the 
road, its equipment and operation and spoke 
of it very highly. They all acknowledged 
that the posts and the wires did anything but 
disfigure the street. 

The delegation left Cleveland at 12:26 Mon- 
day morning and arrived in Indianapolis at 11 
o’clock yesterday morning. Mr. Biakely, as 
President of the Council, sent a note to Presi- 
dent Harrison, asking an interview, and Mr.

HENRY AMMEL’S SECOND TRIAL FOR THE 
MURDER OF HIS MOTHER-IN-LAW BEGUN. 


A Jury Secured and the Taking of Evi- 
dende Opened—The Story of a Dead 
Witness —Ex-Coroner Nidelet on the 
Stand— Part a Chromo Played id the 
Tragedy—The Murderér’s Conduct. 


HE case of Henry 
Ammel, indicted for 
murder in the first de- 
gree, went to trial in 
the Criminal Court to- 
Gay. It had been laid 
over for a couple of 
weeks on account of 
the illness of Dr. 
Bremmer, the expert in 
insanity, who was a 
witness in the defend- 
ant’s behalf. The challenges were made to 
the panel of forty-seven jurors and 
the following twelve were selected 
to try the case: Michael Torphy, 
A. E. Stowe, Christ C. Weaver, Charles A. 
Mann, Samuel H. Leother, Jr., John Sehrt, 
John Ambertin, Henry Roeder, L. R. Fischer, 
W. 8. Walker, John Durand and Leonard 
Wimmen. Ammel shot and killed his mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Wilhelmina Schmidt, at No. 318 
Dorcas street on March 18, 1886, in a row 
over the possession of a chromo among his 
dead wife’s effects. Ammel claimed his 
mother-in-law had performed an operation on 
his wife and had killed her. He was tried 
abouta year ago, but the jury failed to. agree 
and were discharged. Then. as now, the de- 
fense was insanity. Charies P. Johnson ap- 
pears for Ammel. 
MRS. LOUISE KROETSCHER 
was the first witness called tothe stand. She 
was called merely for the purpose of enabling 
the State to read the testimony of John Haus- 
mann, who died since giving his testimony at 
the last trial. She testified to Havemann’s 
death. The testimony given at the last trial 
by Hausmann was then readto the jury by 
Circuit Attorney Clover. Haussmann testified 
that he owned the house where Mrs. Schmidt 
resided. The evening of the murder Haus- 
mann saw Ammel come out of Schmidt's 
house with Mrs. Schmidt. Ammel asked 
Hausmann fora dime, but was refused, the 
latter stating that he had no dime, but had 6 
dollar and would not give him that. Ammel 
said he had spent all his money on St. Pat- 
rick’s day, the day before. Ammel then 
went out onto an adjoining vacant 


lot. He returned in a moment and looked 
around the corner ofthe kitchen wall. See- 
ing no one in he entered the kitchen door and 
in an instant later Hausmann heard a shot 
and Ammel came running out of the house 
through the same door by which he had en- 
tered and ran away. When de had gone 
Mrs. Schmidt ran out to the ront 
of the heuse and put her bloody 
hands on Hausmann’s shutters. She ran up 
the street, returned, rushed through the gate 
and ruohing up to Hausmann threw her arm 
about him and died ciinging to him. She tried 
to speak but could not. Her body was re- 
moved to her home. Ammel’s wife had died 
about a month before. Hausmann frequently 
heard Mrs. Schmidt and Ammei quarrei. 
EX-POLICE SERGEANT FRANK WATKINS 
testified to finding Mrs. Schmidt's body at 
Hausmann’s house. 
DR. J. C. NIDELET, 
who made the post mortem examination, ex- 
plained to the jury where the bal! had entered 
the woman’s neck and the course it pursued, 
and stated that such a wound was bound to 
rove fatal inside of two minutes after it had 
nm inflicted. The testimony of 
PETER HAMMERSCHMIDT 
and his wife, Kate Hammerschmidt, a daugh- 
ter of Ammel’s victim, anda sister of his 
wife, was favorable to the defendant. 
They were put in the State 
to show that Ammel had threatened to 
kill somebody. Both testified that the 
night before the murder be came rushing 
to thelr house very much excited and — 
two pistois in hie hand. He acted like a wii 
man, and said there were seven or eight 
policemen after him, but that somebody wouid 
nave to die before he.did. His eyes were rolling 
in his head and he was as much excited 
the next morning, when he called ain at 
their home. They endeavured to m him, 
but without success. They took him out for 
a walk and he slipped away from them. This 
was the morning of the day of the killing. 
Hammerschmidt also testified that Ammel 
bad told him that Mrs. Schmidt had performed 
a criminal operation on his (Ammel'’s) wife. 
The witness bad told his own wife he believed 
Ammel was insane. 
OFFICER GEISELMAN 
testified that he had heard of the killing, and 
after viewing the murdered woman’s remains 
hunted for Ammel. He found him lying at 
his father’s residence with his throat cut. It 
had just been viewed by the physician in at- 
tendance. When asked why he had 
killed Mrs. Schmidt, Ammel said be 
did not know what he was doing. Then he 
jumped out ot bed and endeavored to again 
cut open his throat. He was knocked down 
with a blanket and overpowered and then sent 
to the City Hospital, where be remained until 
strong enough to be taken to jali. 

When Officer Geiselman’s direct examina- 
tion had been concluded court adjourned for 
dinner. His cross-examination was taken up 
after the dinner recess and the trial will not 
be concluded to-day.

LONDON, February 12,—The oross-examina- 
tion of Le Caron, the witness for the Times, 
was continued upon the resumption of the 
sitting of the Parnell Commission to-day. 
He reported himself to the authorities 
on each occasion, except in 1867. 
Neither Mr. O’Kelley nor Mr. Parnell 
had ever written to fim. The Fenians 
expelled Mr. O’Kelley, witness said, because 
he had joined with Mr. Parnell in the open 
movement. O’Leary denounced Mr. O’Kel- 
ley. Witness believed that O’Leary was an 
opponent of the League. Continuing, witness 
said he delivered sealed packages from 
Messrs. Devoy and O’Leary to Mr. Egan in 
Paris in 1881, and acknowledged that the

He again saw Mr. Egan in America in 1883. 
Later Mr. Egan introduced him to Mr. Par- 
nell in the lobby of the House of Commons.

The Bishop of Lincoln’s Trial.

LONDON, February 12.—Great interest is felt

Rev. Edward King, D. D., Bishop of Lincoin, 
for ritualistic practices, such as altar lights,

sion of ritualism. The Archbishop failed to 
affect a compromise, and has been compelled 
by the Judicial Committee to try the issue, 
ve reluctantly as he himself, when 
Bishop of Trours, used the same ritual. 
Bishop King was formerly divinity professor 
at Oxford and is age beloved and anivers- 
ally respected. he trial is atest case and is 
likely to have a serious effect on the future of 
the Church of England. If — King is 
condemned a ritualistic secession is spoken 
of. This is not — 7 but a condemnation 
would basten disestablishment.

The post mortem held on the body of 
the victim proves that the woman was first 
strangied, the abdomen afterwards ripped 
open and the legs and arms twisted until they 
were broken. 

THE MURDERER’S STORY. “ 

Bury says that he left Whitechapel three 
weeks ago. He says that he and his wife 
drank heavily Sunday night, and he does not 
know how he got to bed. When he awoke he 
found his wife lying on the floor with a rope 
around her neck, and actuated by a sudden 
mad impulse, for which he cannot account, 
he seized a knife and slashed the 
body. When his reason returned he 
became alarmed and crushed the 
body into a chest, for the purpose 
ot making his escape before it was discovered. 
He found, however, that he could not leave 
the remains and so informed the police. The 
theory of the officials is that Bury’s wife knew 
of his connection with the Whitechapel mur- 
ders and took him to Dundee to prevent a re- 
currence of the crimes.

LABOR LEGISLATION. 
The present State Legislature will duve 
before it various measures presented by 
the St. Louis delegation aiming to pro- 
vide better protection for the life and 
health of employes in large industrial es- 
tablishments and to guard as far as pos- 
sible against the exposure of child labor 
to immoral or unhealthy conditions. 
Abundant reasons for such legislation 
have been found in all great industrial 
centers, and models of statutes providing 
for the inspection and regulation of mines, 
mills and factories are not wanting. The 
police power of the State should unques- 
tionably be exerted to compel employers 
to take proper care of the lives and health 
of employes, Stern. necessity compels 
labor to brave the risks incidental to the 
most dangerous kinds of business, and it 
is the duty of the State to see that the 
employer shall provide against these risks 
every practical safeguard dictated by 
humanity. 
Where the employes are minors be- 
low the age of discretion, forced by neces- 
sity or constrained by heartless or igno- 
rant parents to labor under conditions 
poisonousto their health or nitrals and 
tending to make their wrecked lives a 
charge upon the public, the State hasa 
double reason for exercising a benevo- 
lent and careful |guardianship over such 
unfortunates. The fact that many em- 
ployers do their whole duty conscien- 
tiously in such cases only makes more 
urgent the duty of the State to see that 
all do likewise. 
But there is one point that should be 
carefully guarded in all such legislation. 
There should be no unnecessary or avoid- 


able restriction of the right of young or 


old to earn an honest living. So long as 
„the idle mind is the devil’s work- 
shop’’ every restriction of that nat- 
ural. right will be mischievous 
and every infringement of it may tend to 
drive many from honest labor to vice and 
crime. There are avocations so necessa- 
rily dangerous to children, morally or 
physically, that the employment of chil- 
dren therein should be effectually pre- 
vented by law. But there are others in 
which the danger may be removed by 
proper regulation. The law should stop 
at necessary precaution, and impose no 
avoidable restriction upon the freedom of 
labor. The idea that labor can be bene- 
fited by every restriction that can be im- 
posed on it to diminish the number per- 
mitted by law to earn wages, is a hallu- 
eination which should not disfigure any 
statute of Missouri.

THE report of Adjatant-General DRUM 
on the military resources of the United 
States is interesting in view of recent war 
scares. The organized militia numbers 
106,506 officers and men and the available 
arms-bearing population reaches in round 
figures 8,000,000. This enormous possible 
army is sufficient to make the strongest 
military nation or combination of nations 
pause before venturing to overrun Uncle 
Sam's domain. The report, however, is 
especially instructive to Congress and 
State legislative bodies in that it shows an 
increase of the organized militia in pro- 
portion to the encouragement and aid 
furnished for this purpose. With adequate 
support this country can have the finest 
military reserve force, trained and 
equipped for service, in the world. It 
should be noticed that among the States 
Missouri stands towards the bottom of 
the list in point of organized State militia.

Cases. Disposed Of by the Circuit Judges— 
Divorces Granted To-Day. 


Judge Fisher heard this morning the case 
of Anna M. Grell against the estate of Gott- 
lieb Eyermann, deceased, an appeal from the 
Probate Court.

Clyda Anxious to Run the steamers of 
New Yorn, February 12.—George W. Clyde 
went to Washington late yesterday to confer 
with the authorities regarding his announced 
intention to resume the regular running of the 
steamers to the ports Of the north of Hayti, 
despite the alleged blockade by Legitime’s 
vessels. Mr. Preston, Legitime’s representa- 
tive in this country, shrugged his shoulders 


yesterday and that he agreed with 
Secretary Whi that Mr. Clyde would 
resume the running of his steamers 


and the breaking of the flimsy block - 
ade at bis own risk. It is 
thought that. some highly interesting 
complications may grow out of the proposed 
course of Mr. Olyde. At the office of the latter 
yesterday it was said that none of Legitime’s 
war vessels had appeared off Cape Haytion, an 
alleged blockaded port, since January 17, so 
that it was folly to speak ot it as a blockade. 
The steamer George W. Clyde will sail trom 
here for Dominican ports and Cape Hytien on 
Saturday. She has almost completed the 
loading of her cargo (no munitions of 
war being allowed on board) and is 
prepared to book passengers, and, 
in fact, has already booked one 
passenger, who, it is said, goes down on busi- 
ness of a private nature. 

Mr. Clyde in a statement to the public, after

‘All semblance of even an inefiicient biock- 
ade having been withdrawn, as set forth by 
both Admirable Luce and Capt. Howell and 
confirmed by the captains of our ships 
and those of all vessels trading with 
Hayti since December 13, there seems 
to be no reason why we should 


longer refuse to allow the West India steamers 
to call at Cape Haytien. We shall, therefore, 
resume our service to Cape Haytien, and the 
steamer Geo. W. Ciyde, sailing on Saturday 
next, will stop at that port. To avoid ali ques- 
tions we shall refuse to receive arms or ammu- 
nition for either Haytien faction, and confine 
ourselves to carrying American products and 
manufactures of a purely peaceful character.

CARRIED DEATH AND DESTRUCTION. 


The Steamer La Gascogne Badly Shaken by 
a Huge Wave. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratca. 

NEW Tonk, February 12.—A huge wave 
rolied over the French steamship La Gas- 
eogne Monday morning, February 3. It car- 
ried death and destruction in its path. Three 
sallors were on the bridge when the wave 
struck the vessel. One sailor, named Mem- 
mon, was eo badiy arushed that he lived only e 
few hours. The other two were cut and bruised 
on the face and body, but sustained no serious 

ries. La Gascogne arrived yesterday 
morning, nearly twenty-four hours behind 
time. She carried over two hundred passen- 
gers. All spoke in high praise of the conduct 
of Commandant Santa and his officers dur- 
ing the trying momentand of the manner in 
which the steamer weathered the severe 
— To a reporter Commandant Santelli 
said: 

‘*Wesalled from Havre February 2. That 
night the weather grew very dirty. A heavy 
rain storm set in with loud peals of thunder 
and bright and terrifying flashes of 1 12 
As morning dawned there was a break in 
the storm. It was about 7 o’clock that 
morning when the wave struck the 
vessel. We were about two hundred and fifty 
miles out from Havre. I can not command 
words to describe the wave. It appeared to 
to me to be as high as a mountain. uddenly 
and without vane the immense volume of 
water loomed up in front of the vessel. It was 
simply an upheaval! of the sea. 

a Fus wave deluded the deck with hundreds 
of tons of water. The big iron stanchions were 
rudely severed, the binnacle was swept away 
and one of the boats on the 

ort side was flooded with water. 

he sallors on the bridge were simpi 
amazed when the wall of water loome 
up before them, and when it struck all were 
thrown violentiy against the rail-rings, but, 
fortunately, escaped death, with the excep- 
tion of poor Memmon, The ship, under the 
severe shock, swayed to and fro, but her 
stout buli was bardly scratched and the only 
damage sustained wae that to the bridge. 

„The passengers were hardly out of bed 
when the wave struck, and they only heard 
the noise and felt the shock.

Von Panschin and Joseph Donoghue De- 
scribed by the London Field.“ 


Neville Goodman, correspondent of the Lon- 
don Fied, thus describes the difference in the 
style of skating by the Russian and American 
amateur champions at the recent internation- 
al amateur contest at Amsterdam for the 
ehampionship of the world: 

The race was unigue. The Old World and 
the New each furnished its best amateur 
skaters and these were so well matched and 
so vastly superior to all other competitors and 
so different in their styles that the contest 
was superiatively interesting. M. von Panschin 
won two events of the three, but Mr. Joseph 
Donoghue won the longest and most impor- 
tant race in masterly style. Donoghue’s fall 
in his half mile was unfortunate, but it prob- 
ably made no difference to the result as 

ainst Panschin.

She Has Follewed Her Inclinations as to 
Dress and Wines and Gives No Offense.

American women are a law unto themselves 
in the fashion of dress and of entertainment: 
But the example of the mistress ofthe White 
House, nevertbeless, bas ite influence in more 
than one way. Mrs. Cleveland’s toilets bave 
been very minutely described, she has never 
worn decollete gowns, though half the women 
at the evening receptions have, and some of 


their gowns have been shockingly low. Ide 
President's wife, with ber innate modesty, 
wears the pointed or square neck, and never 
low, but simply revealing the well‘rounded 
throat. From the long glove to the short 
sleeve a finger’s length of the arm is exposed 
when ber gown bas short sleeves. There can 
be no affectation and but one reason for Mrs. 
Cleveland not wearing the low-cut waist, and 
this is her own feeling about baring her 
pretty shoulders after the manner of so many 
women. It is not because she is mistress of 
the White House, either. Some of her prede- 

women twice her years, wore the 
decollete gown. 

She does not talk temperance nor obtrude 
her views on other opie. But in a silent, 
brave way her ‘‘light shines,’’ and has ever 
since her wedding night, when the guests 
pledged her health in wine and she lifted her 
giase of water. She has not once gone throuch 
the form ot a wine glass at her plate, though 
at the state dinners, at every other plate 
there are six glasses for as — different 
wines. Not one of the Cabinet families giving 
the annual round ot dinnersin honor of the 
President and his wife, give them with- 
out wines. I do not know of any 
Cabinet officer’s wife who is a total ab- 
stainer from the use of wine. It can be said of

y Mr». Cleveland to la have been without 
the wine glass. Neither Mies Cleveland nor 
Mrs. Cleveland has ever served wine or punch 
ataluncheon. But in the Cabinet circle, and 
at the very few other houses where they have 
been guests at luacheon, wine has been the 


rule. 

At the first state dinner given to the diplo- 
matic co after her marriage, Mrs. Cleve- 
land’s cold water gave no offense to her foreign 
guests. the contrary, many of them, in 
talking it over afterward, commended her asa 
woman of courage and tact. They said she 
had the courage to drink her cold water, the 

example at the table. But her mod- 

eate manner of doing it won general 
respect and admiration. The influence of the 
President’s wife in this direction may not be 
widespread, but it is quite certain that it has 
bra up more than one official family who 
were averse to the use of wines, but witnout 
such example would not have the courage to 
entertain on the cold water plan.

America’s Magistrate Supports His 

on $150,000 a Year—Fifty-Seven Puy 
Employes Run the White House—The 
Salaries Paid Out—Special A 

tions Each Year—How the Money Is D 


From the Boston Globe. 
The sole income of the President of the 
United States from the public treasury Is his 
salary of $50,000 a year. He draws it at the 
rate of $4,166% a month. This is a fraction 
more than $960 a week, and $160 each for six 
working days. 
Until Grant’s time Presidents lived on half 
this salary. Experience has shown that the 
present sum is large enough to cover the ex- 
pénses of the most extravagant households, 
and to leave a comfortable balance in the 
purse of a presidential family of moderate 
ideas, 
Yet there is not another magistrate at the 
head of any people exceeding the number of 
10,000,000 who does not receive a larger salary 
than the august, potent and toiling President 
of the United States. 
ROYALTY COMES HIGH. 

The Shah of Persia, who has nothing to do 
except to boss several hundred wives, is in 
the enjoyment of an income of $30,000,000 a 
year. Then there is the Czar of Bussia, whose 
chief duty isto keep. from being blown up. 
He is paid something like $10,000,000 yearly. 
The dignified King of Siam gets along on a 
likesum. The royal family of poor, misera- 
ble Spain receive $8,900,000 every year, and 
Italians sleep out of doors and eat nothing but 
maccarogi to make up a purse of $3,000,000 and 
more for their royalties. 0 
Such figures as these eonsole the British 
people somewhat for their annual outlay, un- 
der specific laws, of $2,915,000 on Victoria and 
her brood, to say nothing of indirect extor- 
tions and perquisites. Even now, when the 
Queen is paradingan economical investiga- 
tion of the royal pay-roll, and is turning off 
her master of the buckhounds, her yoemen of 
the guard and similar obsolete guys of the 
opera bouffe, ber purpose is not to save any- 
thing for the public treasury, but to provide a 
fund from which she may hereafter support 
her grandchildren, without risking a rebuff 
from Parliament on the one hand or part- 
ing with her own cash on the other. 
That reformed pirate of the seas, the Sultan 
of Morocco, is slightly compensated for his 
self-denial by an annual allowance of 2, 800, 
000, and the Mikado of Japan, whom we have 
all seen across the footlights, receives $2,300, - 
6000. The impotent royalty of Egypt draws 
$1,575,000 from the substance of that tax- 
ridden land, while the Hobhensollerns content 
themselves with yearly tribute of $1,125,000 
from the Prussian empire. Even the Sultan 
of cotton-clouted Zanzibar pockets a million 
a year, and $700,000 are wrung from the Saxons 
of Saxony, no moi e considerable a community 
than IIlinois in population or Massachusetts 
in geographical area, by the reigning duke 
and his purpled gang. Portugal, Sweden and 
Brazil each spend about 3800, 000 on their kings. 

With fewer people than live in some New 
York wards,and with only two-thirds of Rhode 


Island’s area, the petty princelings of 
3 iitate reese are paid $150,- 


On the other hand, the republic of France 
allows her chief magistrate only $200,000, but 
naked little Hayti gives her presidential 
crowd $240,000 a year, Switzerland’s Presi- 
dent comes the lowest of all the nations of the 
earth. His salary is $3,000 a year. 

The wholly useless Governor-General of 
Canada receives $50,000, and so also does the 
Governor-General of Victoria, while the like 
functionary in India has a salary of $200,000. 

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS HOUSEHOLD. 

It appears from these quotations that, in 
view of the fact that this is the only nation on 
the globe with a treasury surpius, and in view 
of our relative size among governments, we 

et our ruling done ata bottom rock price. 
But while not a cent more than $50, oes 
into the presidential pocket, that figure does 
not represent the cost of the —— pens By 
far the biggest item in this expense account is 
the sum spent in electing a President every 
four years. No nation lavishes such a tre- 
mendous sum as wedoin the succession to 
the chief magistracy. 

This indefinite expenditure aside, however, 
I never have seen a complete and correct 
enumeration of the annual public expendi- 
tures for the President and his household. 
We often see minutely itemized accounts of 
the cost of certain royal ho iseholds in Europe 
and it is quite interesting public information. 
But it is not easy to be exact in casting up the 
White House figures. Neither the blue book 
nor the book of estimates furnishes a full list 
of such expenses. In both documents there is 
a chapter devoted to the executive office, but 
more than half the employes about the White 
House are omitted. Year after year this chap- 
ter has remained unchanged, but the force, 
nevertheless, has steadily grown. 

This growth comes from the depart nent of 
public buildings and grounds. The Superin- 
tendent of this department is always a col- 
onei in the army, and since Frederick Doug- 
lass was Marshal of the Distriet, aud Hayes 
took the social duties away from that office 
and made the public buildings and grounds 
man the Lord Chamberlain of the White 
House, the relations between the President’s 
household and the Colonel have been more 
intimate than formerly. For yéars the grow- 
ing needs of the mansion have been met by 
the Superintendent, who has spared the Pres- 
ident the bother of appealing to Congress for 
an extra servant every now and then. 

In this way the White House — 2 — have 
been doubled. President Cleveland, however, 
has been — with a smaller f than 
his predecessors left him. The President dis- 
pensed with considerable clerical service im- 
mediately upon coming to the White House, 
and probably the place could not be proper! 
2 at an expense one cent less than it 
now is. 

A careful estimate of the total public cost 

yearly of the White House, including every- 

thing from the President’s salary down, is 

about $150, 000.
